Shock has been described 
jas a depression of the vital 
functions of the body. In 
shock the major factor is a 


reduction in circulating 
blood volume. Usually the 
victim becomes pale, the 
skin cold and moist, the 


pulse feeble but rapid; and 
there may be unconscious- 
ness. If the shock is very 
deep, it can produce death. 

Severe shock should, of 
course, be treated by a phy- 
sician; and there are steps 
which can be taken to pro- 
tect the victim until the phy- 
Sician atrives.

A delay in checking on 
your security benefits when 
you are close to retirement 
age may cost you money. 
Harry N. Scott, social se- 
curity district manager in 
Dothan, Alabama, said to- 
day. 

In a recent case, a school 
teacher discovered that 
taking a few minutes to in- 
quire at the Dothan office 
resulted in $250 more a 
year in benefits for her. In 
another case, a widow con- 
sidering remarriage was 
able to learn how she could 
continue to receive a mon- 
thly benefit. 

People who plan ahead 
will want to learn how much 
their social security bene- 
fits will be each month so 
that they may assure them- 
selves comfortable retire- 
ment. They will also want 
to have all the necessary 
applications processed so 
that they can start receiving 
monthly benefit checks as 
soon as they do retire. The 
Dothan office will be able 
to help you on both counts, 
Mr. Scott said. 

Persons between 62 and 
65 should inquire about the 
options available to them. 
Under the 1961 amendments, 
men as well as women, were 
made eligible for retirement 
benefits in reduced amounts 
beginning at age 62.
